An application is being car- 
ried in this week's Staff Bulletin, 
distributed today, and further in- 
formation may be obtained from the 
Office of the Comptroller, which 
will co-ordinate the program tempo- 
rarily. 

Actual dates of the proposed camp 
are August 14 through August 21. 
The 4-H Club Camp may be 
reached via Route #2. between 
Lawrenceburg and Bardstown. and 
it is about an hour's drive from 
Lexington.

UK Awarded 
Grant For 
Research 

The University's Department of 
Bacteriology has been awarded a 
two-year, $28,000 contract by the 
U. B. Army to conduct special re- 
search in the identification of micro- 
Oi-ganisms. 

Announcement of the contract was 
made by Dr. R. H. Weaver, profes- 
sor of bacteriology and director of 
the project, and Dr. Merl Baker, 
director of the Kentucky Research 
Foundation at UK. 

The project will be administered 
by the Kentucky Research Founda- 
tion through the Department of 
Bacteriology. Formal confirmation 
of the grant was given by the 
Chemical Corps Biological Labora- 
tories at Camp Detrick, Md. 

The contract, described by Dr 
Weaver, calls for research on the 
following problem. 

"Development and Evaluation of 
Rapid Biochemical Techniques of 
Value in the Identification of 
Micro-Organisms." 

Dr. Weaver pointed out that, in 
non-technical terms, this means 
that he and his assistants will at- 
tempt to develop new and faster 
procedures for recognizing organ- 
isms of microscopic size. He ex- 
plained further: 

"One important element in diag- 
nostic work is time. Bacteriological 
work is of value to the physician 
only if organisms can be identified 
quickly enough to aid in his diag-

"It is especially important to be 
able to determine the cause of an 
epidemic at the earliest possible 
moment.

The ultimate aim of Dr Weaver 
is the establishment of comparative 
values for various procedures and 
the preparation of a manual which 
may be useful in clinical and public 
health work. 

According to Dr. Baker, this re- 
search grant marks the first con- 
tract received by the Kentucky Re- 
search Foundation from the Chemi- 
cal Corps Biological Laboratories at 
Camp Detrick.

For Economic 
Meet In 1955 

A workshop has been planned for 
next June at the University of Ken- 
tucky for the purpose of teaching 
teachers their economic A.B.C.'s. 

The Fendennis Club in Louisville 
was the meeting place of members 
of the newly formed Council on Eco- 
nomic Education. They met to dis- 
cuss ways to boost education about 
economics. 

The plan started in some 30 other 
states by the Joint Council on Eco- 
nomic Education was adopted by a 
group including Kentucky business, 
labor, and school leaders. 

The joint council is a service 
agency organized by the Committee 
for Economic Development, a non- 
partisan, businessman's research 
group. The council is financed by 
the C.E.D. and Ford Foundation. 

Floyd L Fairman, Lexington, 
president of Kentucky Utilities, and 
Dr. Philip Davidson, president of 
the University of Louisville, are co- 
chairmen of the Kentucky Council 

By offering six -week summer 
workshops on the subject, the coun- 
cil idea is to improve the teaching 
of economics in public schools 

Businessmen, educators, labor - 
union officers, bankers, and mer- 
chants will instruct. 

Field trips will be taken to busi- 
ness houses. The result hoped for 
is that teachers will in turn use 
examples in their communities to 
teach economics to students 

The dean of Eastern Kentucky 
State College.

Funeral services for Prof. Ernest 

A. Bureau. 68, who died Tuesday, 
will be held at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon at the Mil ward Chapel with 
burial to follow in the Lexington 
Cemetery The Rev. Gentry Shelton 
and the Rev Leslie R. Smith will 
officiate. 

Professor Bureau, a member of 
the University faculty since 1918. 
died at the Central Baptist hospital 
after an illness of a few weeks. He 
was head of the Electrical Engineer- 
ing Department of the College of 
Engineering until his retirement on 
July 1. 1952 

Born in La Chapelle aux Noux, 
France. Professor Bureau was the 
son of Florent Joseph and Hor- 
tense Rivry Bureau. He came to 
America when he was four years old. 

He was graduated with a Ph B 
degree from Ottawa University. 
Kansas, in 1906 He received his 

B. S. and EE degrees from Purdue 
University in 1915. Following his 
work at Purdue, he did advanced 
work at the California Institute of 
Technology. 

Before joining the UK faculty, he 
taught physics in high schools in 
Wisconsin. Indiana and Kansas. 
After coming to UK. he was mem- 
ber of the University's Athletic 
Council for a number of years. 

Prof. Bureau was a member of 
ETA, Kappa Nu, Tau Beta Pi and 
Sigma XI He was faculty advisor 
and a life member of A.I.EE. and 
was ft faculty member of Phi Sig- 
ma Kappa. He was listed in Who's 
Who in America. Who's Who in 
Science and was a faculty member 
of the Cosmopolitan club. 

Prof Bureau was a member of 
the Central Christian church, was 
senior elder of the church and once 
served as chairman of the board 
of elders. He was a member of 
the church choir. 

Survivors include two daughters, 
Mrs. Garni Moretti, Detroit, Mich., 
and Miss Jeanne Bureau, Lexing- 
ton; two grandchildren, Haldan 
and Maura Moretti.
